Practical  Planting  Suggestions 

LOCATION  OF  SEED  BEDS.  Select  the  position  of  your  seed  bed 
where  there  is  a gentle  slope,  just  enough  to  permit  perfect  drainage.  For 
most  localities  in  the  United  States  a Northern  or  Western  aspect  is  the  best. 
Not  only  because  the  vegetation  starts  later  in  the  spring  and  is  less  likely 
to  be  injured  by  frost  but  also  the  loss  of  water  through  evaporation  from  the 
surface  soil  is  not  so  rapid.  It  is  well  to  have  your  beds  protected  from  the 
heavy  east  and  northeast  winds  by  a woodland,  hedge,  planting  or  fence.  Do 
not  select  narrow  alleys  or  at  the  base  of  deep  canyons  as  such  positions  are 
subjected  to  frost  damage  and  the  growth  is  checked  by  lack  of  direct  sunlight 
for  a large  part  of  the  day.  . 

BEST  SOIL  FOR  SEED  BEDS.  Deep  and  fresh  sand  loam  is  the  best 
for  your  seed  beds.  Avoid  heavy  clay  as  it  is  difficult  and  expensive  to  work 
and  is  not  easily  drained.  If  your  soil  is  of  very  light  sand  it  can  be  greatly 
improved  by  adding  well-rotted  manure.  Be  sure,  however,  to  keep  in  mind 
that  seedlings  grow  better  and  make  more  and  better  roots  in  deep  soil  of  good 

1 SEED  BEDS.  Seed  beds  are  usually  four  feet  wide.  The  soil  should  be 
thoroughly  spaded  or  ploughed  to  a depth  of  at  least  one  foot,  then  harrowed 
or  raked  until  the  soil  is  in  a fine  condition.  If  the  soil  needs  to  be  enriched, 
well-rotted  stable  manure  or  leaf  mold  can  be  worked  in  the  soil.  Do  noe 
use  fresh  manure. 

PLANTING  SEEDS.  Evergi-eens  and  small  seeds  of  shrubs  and  trees 
are  usually  sown  broadcast,  while  the  larger  seeds  such  as  oaks,  hickory  and 
chestnut  are  sown  in  drills.  Do  not  sow  too  thickly  and  before  sowing  it  is 
advisable  to  roll  the  beds  as  it  firms  the  surface  soil  and  makes  it  possible 
to  retain  moisture.  When  seed  is  broadcasted  it  should  be  immediately  press- 
ed into  the  soil  by  a roller  or  any  flat  surfaced  tool.  Surface  soil  should  not 
be  used  in  covering  the  seeds  but  sifted  soil  taken  from  a foot  or  more  below 
the  surface.  Be  sure  when  covering  the  beds  that  only  sufficient  soil  be  ap- 
plied to  cover  the  seed,  for  example  14  inch  is  ample  for  coniferous  species 
when  the  beds  are  protected  by  mulching  or  other  covering  after  seeding. 
Seeds  sown  in  drills  should  be  covered  1 to  4 times  the  average  diameter  of 
the  seed.  This,  of  course,  greatly  depending  on  the  locality  and  kind  of  soil. 
Deeper  covering  is  necessary  on  sand  and  loam  than  on  clay  soil.  Dry  sandy 
soils  requires  a deeper  planting  than  in  heavy  moist  soils.  Shade  is  an  es- 
sential, as  seed  germinate  best  in  darkness  ;this  can  be  accomplished  by  mak- 
ing a lath  sash  out  of  building  laths  made  into  handy  frames  and  fastened 
on  posts  about  18  inches  above  the  ground.  Remove  the  sash  when  germina- 
tion starts  in  order  to  give  the  young  plants  necessary  air  and  light. 

TIME  OF  SEEDING.  Of  course,  local  climatic  conditions  play  a large 
part  whether  seeds  should  be  planted  in  the  autumn  or  spring.  All  seeds 
which  do  not  keep  over  winter  should  certainly  be  planted  in  the  autumn, 
such  as  chestnuts,  oaks,  various  varieties  of  firs,  cypress  and  most  of  the  de- 
ciduous trees  and  shrubs,  while  the  majority  of  evergreens  in  the  spring. 
Protect  seeds  sown  in  autumn  from  mice  and  other  rodents  and  be  sure  seed- 
ing is  not  done  until  all  danger  of  warm  weather  is  past.  There  are  many 
deciduous  tree  and  plant  shrub  seeds  that  do  not  arrive  and  are  not  in  con- 
dition to  plant  in  the  autumn,  but  will  not  keep  over  winter  in  a dry  condition. 
These  seeds  should  be  stratified  in  damp  sand,  kept  in  a damp  condition  and 
in  a cool  place  until  the  proper  planting  season  arrives  in  the  spring.  Seeds 
of  a hard  bony  nature,  such  as  black  and  honey  locust,  Kentucky  ColTee,  etc., 
most  of  the  pines  and  spruce,  can  be  kept  in  a dry  condition,  in  a cool  place 
over  the  first  winter  without  serious  loss  in  germination. 

DAMPING-OFF.  This  is  a serious  disease  to  young  seedlings,  especially 
to  evergreens.  This  disease  is  most  destructive  under  moist  conditions,  espec- 
ially where  the  air  is  hot  and  humid.  It  has  been  discovered  that  sub-soil, 
which  has  been  excavated  two  or  three  feet  deep  beneath  the  surface,  is  the 
best  to  use  when  covering  the  seed  and  has  prevented  damping-off  in  spring- 
sown  seed  beds.  Many  growers  are  now  using  “Semesan”  and  “Uspulum” 
for  this  and  other  fungi  diseases.  (You  will  find  these  described  in  this 
price  list.  NOTICE 

Of  course,  these  are  only  general  hints  on  planting  and  care  of  seed  beds.

PALMS  AND  DECORATIVE  PLANTS 

PALMS  AND  DECORATIVE  PLANT  SEEDS  should  be  sown  just  as  soon  af- 
ter ripening  as  possible.  The  seeds  should  be  sown  thickly  In  shallow  boxes 
of  light  soil,  mixed  with  about  the  same  quantiay  of  leaf  mold.  You  will 
note  that  the  approximate  date  of  delivery  is  given,  as  orders  must  be  re- 
ceived in  advance,  on  account  of  the  seeds  being  collected  from  all  parts 
of  the  world. 

ARAUCARIA  ESCELSIA,  (Norfolk  Island  Pine)  (January  or  February):  The 
variety  mostly  used  in  greenhouses  and  is  grown  in  many  nurseries  in 
large  quantities  for  window  and  table  decoration.  It  is  hardy  in  southern 
Florida.  100  seeds  at  $2.00;  1000  seeds  at  $15.00. 

ARAUCARIA  IBRICATA,  (Monkey  Puzzle  Tree)  (January  or  February): 
This  is  the  hardiest  Araucaria  and  is  rarely  seen  in  greenhouses.  A strick- 
ing  tree  of  pyramidal  habit,  branches  generally  in  fives,  at  first  horizontal, 
with  upward-curving  (sometimes  downward-curving)  tips,  but  finally  be- 
coming very  much  defiexed.

Red  Spider  Control 

Red  Spider  is  probably  the  most  general  and  persistent  pest 
nurserymen  have  to  contend  with.  It  usually  follows  dry  growing 
conditions  of  the  plants.  Most  growers  have  found  this  pest  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  control,  either  out  of  doors  or  under  glass.
